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Dear Editor 

1 realise that the snow is long gone and probably won’t 
be back for a good few months but 1 would like to ask 
people to think when we get the next heavy snowfall. 
Where I live people had cleared their driveways of the 
snow so that they could get their cars out and get to 
work for Monday morning, something that I completely 
understand needed doing. However, they had cleared 
all that snow and put it onto the path making the snow 

2 feet deep in places and impossible to walk on the 
path. This meant that people were forced to walk on an 
already snowy and dangerous road. It also meant that 
people with pushchairs and young children also were 
forced to walk on the road. I don't know where the 
snow could have been put so it wasn't in the way, but 
please consider everybody next time it snows and think 
of everybody’s safety. 

A BIG problem Dog Pool!! 

There seems to have been a big increase in the amount 
of dog poo not being picked up. I walk along the spine 
path from the top of Little Meadow all the way to the 
school and one week for 4 consecutive mornings there 
were piles of fresh dog poo along the path, within feet 
of the dog poo bin. The poor dog had dearly been 
dragged along while it was pooing as the poo was in 
dollops along the path and no attempt had been made to 
pick it up. I do think the poo bins are too far apart and 
particularly bad around the Village Green with only 1 
in sight. The children I walk to school cannot now run 
safely ahead as we never know if there is dog poo all 
over the path and pushing the pushchair is like skiing 
slalom from side to side to dodge the poo. It seems to 
be particularly bad from the Pheasant Rise telephone 
box ail the way to the AB climbing frame and worse 
since the signs were put up around the green asking dog 
owners not to let their dogs foul on the green. I walked 
across the Village Green on Saturday after my son 
finished playing football and nearly stepped in 2 piles 
of poo. Would you leave dog poo all over your garden 
and not clear it up? Probably not, so please don’t leave 
it along the path, on the grass, the green or around the 
play areas. 

Dog poo is not only disgusting and smelly if you get it 
on your shoes but it is dangerous. 

'The eggs from roundworms, Toxocara Canis, are 
deposited with the feaces and embryonate (becoming 
infectious) 2-3 weeks later. They can be viable for up 
to 10 years in the soil and are resistant to disinfectants 
and to the frost. Each toxocara canis female can lay 700 
eggs per day and are only visible under a powerful 
microscope. If ingested by humans and untreated can 
cause infections to your organs most commonly the 
brain (nervous system), liver, lungs and your eyes 
causing tumours and detached retinas and can lead to 
blindness.’ 

If you are not prepared to pick up your dog’s poo, 
then you shouldn’t have a dog.

New Library Opening Hours from 2 nd April 2012 
As part of the comprehensive Library Sendee Review, 
the decision was made to review and rationalise the 
opening hours of all libraries in Cambridgeshire. 
Officers looked at the existing opening hours and 
worked on new patterns, based on the demographic of 


the area and on usage statistics. The figures for the 
catchment population were supplied by the County 
Council's research team once the wards served by 
individual libraries had been identified. A fixed 
number of core opening hours was established for 
catchment population bands. As its catchment 
population is between 7,000 and 9,999, Bar Hill 
Library will now be open for 23 hours a week as 
follows:

In response to a series of burglaries in 
rural areas, the Police have launched 
Operation Twist. Bar Hill has not 
been targeted by burglars so far but it 
is important we all remain alert and 
report anything unusual or suspicious.

to find potential targets. At this point we might notice 
something unusual but think it's not worth reporting. 
Eg 

® people knocking at your door, often with a lame 
or vague excuse. 

® different vehicles from usual parking in your area. 
We are strongly encouraged to submit descriptions of 
these people and vehicles . 

© call the police on 101.

Obviously, if you suspect there is a burglary in 
progress you should always dial 999. 

To protect yourself: 

0 use lights and radios to make your home appear 
lived in while you are out. 

0 lock your shed: offenders do not like carrying 
break-in tools as they may be searched en-route to 
a burglary. Don’t provide them with tools to 
enter your house. 

0 install an alarm - even an empty box on the side 
of your home can be enough. 

0 display a 'beware of the dog’ sign, even if you do 
not have a dog.

COUNCIL HOMES FOR SOUTH CAMBRIDGE¬ 
SHIRE 

Plans to invest £28 million in the largest building 
programme of new council-owned homes since the 
!.950’s were agreed in February by South Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 

The news is a major boost for residents who want to 
live in the communities where they grew up as the 
planned investment will mean hundreds of much- 
needed new social homes can be built for people on 
the housing waiting list and future generations. 

The £28 million investment will be made over the next 
ten years, with a further £26 million from rent collected 
from Council-owned homes reinvested into updating and 
maintaining properties over tire next five years. 

The investment into current counci 1-owned homes 
will be targeted to the oldest properties to help cut 
fuel bills for tenants and make them some of the most 
environmentally friendly in the country. 

A recent bid for EU funding will also see £100,000 
help kick-start a £4 million programme to make 
homes warmer and cheaper to run for tenants. 

The building programme has been made possible by 
changes in Government policy which will mean all 
the rent collected from tenants in South Cambridge¬ 
shire will remain in the district in the future.
